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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1,4,10-13 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
lhara, patent number: US 6 925 509 B2 in view of lhara, patent number: US 7 139 090 
B1. 

As per claims 1 and 10, lhara (509) teaches a television broadcast receiving apparatus 
and method comprising: 

a receiving unit for receiving television broadcasting waves transmitted in a way that 
multiplexes program information together with plural pieces of program data (STB 
receiving signals, col. 6, lines 17 - 23); 

a determination unit for determining a number of channels viewable (STB receiving 
EPG, col. 6, lines 10 - 14);and 
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a print control unit for converting the program information received by said receiving unit 
into data for printing, and outputting program information to a printer (sending 
information to printer, col. 6, lines 10-16), 

lhara (509) does not teach a selection unit for selecting one of (i) a first print mode for 
printing program information of each program on a predetermined number of pages, 
and (ii) a second print mode for printing program information of each program without 
designating the number of pages; 

wherein said print control unit determines a layout of the program information a page by 
a page according to the number of channels viewable, and according to the print mode. 
In an analogous art, lhara (090) teaches a selection unit for selecting one of (two print 
modes, col. 12, lines 39 - 50) (i) a first print mode for printing program information of 
each program on a predetermined number of pages (specified number of printing 
sheets, col. 12, lines 51 - 61), and (ii) a second print mode for printing program 
information of each program without designating the number of pages; 
wherein said print control unit determines a layout of the program information a page by 
a page according to the number of channels viewable, and according to the print mode 
(print layout, col. 12, lines 51 - 61). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skills at the time of the 
invention to modify lhara(509)'s EPG printer system by allowing the system to have two 
print modes and selecting options for font size and layout, for the advantages of 
providing program information in an easily available and less tedious format. 
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As per claims 4 and 1 1 , the combination of lhara (509) and lhara (090) teach wherein 
said print control unit determines, in the first print mode, a font size for the program 
information in accordance with the number of channels viewable and with size 
information of paper used by said printer (lhara (509): determining font size col. 6, lines 
44 - 48, printing, col. 6, lines 56 - 59). 

As per claims 12 and 13, the combination of lhara (509) and lhara (090) teach wherein 
the print control step involves determining, in the first print mode, wide information to be 
assigned to each of the channels viewable according to the number of channels 
viewable (lhara (509): printing EPG in form of a table col. 6, lines 29 - 31).
